CALL TO ORDER-  
The meeting was called to order by Mayor Jeff Grove at 7:01 p.m.

PUBLIC HEARING-Hughett 
Moved by Alderman Lavieri and seconded by Alderman Herndon to open the 
public hearing regarding the petition of James and Rebecca Hughett for 
annexation and consideration of potential annexation agreement regarding 
premises commonly known as 2975 E. 350th Road (St. Vincent  Avenue) La 
Salle, Illinois.  Voice vote all ayes, motion carried. 
 
No public comments were made 
 
Moved by Alderman Duncan and seconded by Alderman Lavieri to close the 
public hearing.  Voice vote, all ayes. Motion carried. 
   
PUBLIC HEARING-Burke 
Moved by Alderman Lavieri and seconded by Alderman Schneider to open public 
hearing regarding Petition and Request of Daniel M. Burke and  
Debora A. Burke for consideration and approval of a potential annexation  
agreement and/or pre-annexation agreement concerning premises commonly  
being described as an approximate 22.218 acre partial of real estate, including  
premises having a street address of 3241 E. 8th Road Utica, Illinois, located on  
the west side of east 8th Road, also known as LaSalle County Highway 43,  
which premises are approximately 2 miles north of Interstate 80, and which  
premises are not presently annexed to the City of La Salle nor are they  
contiguous to the City of La Salle, but a boundary of said premises is within 1 1/2  
miles of the municipal corporate boundaries of the City of La Salle. 
Voice vote, all ayes, Motion carried. 
 
Attorney McPhedran explained that the petitioner requested a recess in front of 
the Planning Commission in order to investigate some details and reconvene at 
the Planning Commission Public Hearing on July 1, 2013 at 5:30 p.m.  
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Moved by Alderman Lavieri and seconded Herndon by that the public hearing 
regarding the Burke property at 3241 E. 8th Road Utica, Illinois annexation be 
recessed and reconvened on July 2, 2013 at 7 p.m. in the City Council chambers 
at 745 Second Street, La Salle, Illinois. 
Voice vote, all ayes, Motion carried. 
 
PUBLIC HEARING-CARUS CORPORATION 
Moved by Alderman Demes and seconded by Alderman Reynolds to open the 
Public Hearing regarding potential vacation of a portion of City of La Salle alley, 
commonly described as a portion of the alley between 8th Street and 9th Street 
within the City of La Salle, between La Harpe Street and Sterling Street within the 
City of La Salle.  Voice vote, all ayes. Motion carried. 
 
Attorney McPhedran confirmed with a representatives from Carus Corporation 
(Mr. Ralph Moshage and Vice President Edmund Stec) that the following items 
are agreed upo by Carus Corporation and understood. 

1. The vacation of this alley is part of an overall plan for an employee parking 
lot which includes a detention pond.   

2. If the council approves the vacation of the alley and rezoning, there would 
be no R-4 use on any of the property in question. 

3. The fence would not be higher than 6 ft and will be either made of chain 
link or such other composition as the City Engineer or Building Inspector 
would approve.   

4. Regarding drainage, the Carus Corporation has the intent to that it has 
been planned and constructed in a responsible manner and Carus 
Corporation would accept responsibility and be accountable for any issues 
or damage caused by Carus’ work or manner of drainage.   

5. The vacated portion of the alley and the portion that was rezoned was 
specific to this request for an employee parking lot (fence, gate, retention 
pond.) if it were to be used for something else Carus would need to return 
to the Planning Commission for a further consideration and permission. 

6. No permanent structures will be built on the easement area or anything 
besides the lighting on any part of the premises that are up for vacation 
and rezoning without coming before the Planning Commission.   

7. The vacation of the area is also subject to the reservation by the City in 
reference to all utility easements underlying or in any matter related to the 
premises and the City would have the right to use, construct, repair and 
maintain all of those.  

8.  In regards to restorations, the City would repair water and sewer lines, but 
only restore to an aggregate type surface, Carus would be responsible for 
pavement type restoration.  

9.  If there are other utilities in the area, Carus Corporation would respect 
them as well.

Alderman Demes emphasized to the council that we may need to toughen up in 
regards to residents leaving grass clippings in the streets.

Informal Meeting to discuss potential candidates for the positions of Building 
Inspector and Finance Director.  Notice would be given to the media. 
 
 
NEW BUSINESS  
 
Alderman Reynolds was approached by a citizen with concerns about the safety 
of pedestrian crossing Rt. 351/ St. Vincent’ Avenue in order to attend the  
Farmer’s Market.  The citizen inquired about getting signage that says “Brake for 
Pedestrians.”  Because it is a State Highway, the City cannot supply signage. 
Mayor Grove suggested that citizens park by the pool and simply use caution to 
navigate crossing. 
 
Alderman Lavieri brought forward a suggestion of developing some type of Curb 
Replacement program where residents would pay for their own curb 
replacement, but the City could aggregate so many thousand feet of curb in a 
given season in order to put it out for bid and receive a better rate.  Normally, 
curb runs $25-$30 a foot.  Mayor Grove asked Attorney McPhedran if the City 
could go out for bids in this manner.  Attorney McPhedran felt it could be 
investigated further and referred to the Streets, Alleys and Traffic Committee.  
Sam McNeilly brought forth the point that if this were done, it should be done in 
an organized fashion where curbs are not torn up in areas where streets have 
just been done.    
 
Alderman Schneider has been approached with concerns about the number of 
dogs in Hegeler Park.  Currently a park rule exists where dogs are not allowed in 
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City parks. Attorney McPhedran will prepare a draft of an ordinance banning 
dogs in City parks for consideration by Council Members at the next meeting.
